The public are already informed of the
chief fextures of that deeply interesting
sesne np to the neriod when Mr, Webstor
desired to take leave of all who were in
the house. One l)y one, in deep sorrow,

but sustained by his own great example, |

the members of his family and the friends
and attendants, came in nnd took leave of
him. He desired them to remain near
his room, and more fhan once enjoined on
those present, who werenot of his immedi-
ate fumily, not to leave Marshfield till his
death had taken place. Being assured by
all that his every wish would be religiously
regarded, he then addressed Limself to
his physicians, making minute inquires as
tohis own condition, and the probable
termination of his life.

Conversing with great exactness, he
seemed to bo anxious to be able to mark
to himselfthe final period of his dissolu-
tion.

He was answered that it might occur
in one, two or three hours, but that the
time could not be definitely caleulated.

“Then,” said Mr. Webster, “I sup-
pose Imustlichere quietly till it comes.”

The retching and vomiting now recur-
red again.

Dr. Jeffries offered to Mr. Webster
something which he hoped might give
him ease.

The dying statesman remarked —“Some-
thing more, Doctor—more.
